Catholic papers about the state are 
denouncing the Dodge law in unmeas­ 
ured terms. 
The Milwaukee Colum­ 
bia, a leading German organ, begins a 
column arraignment of tile law with 
the words: 
“ By its passage the last 
legislature committed a stupendously 
stupid and asinine blunder. 
The idea 
of such a law could only emanate from 
the brain of a crank who is an enemy 
of religion, in whom the cynical say­ 
ing of the 
‘great stomach of the 
church* or the ‘evil of the dead hand* 
has become a fixed idea, and who ac­ 
cordingly sees in every priest or sister 
of charity at the bedside of a dying 
person a legacy-hunter. 
That there 
was any necessity for the passage of 
such a law has never been claimed un 
til now by even the most bitter enemy 
of the church in 
Wisconsin. 
On the 
other hand it is easy to see that Un­ 
law is equally as unjust and oppressive 
as unnecessary.” 
Those who object to the that 
law 
point to its attitude against the church 
as proof of their assertions. 
“ It pro­ 
vides that any person on his or her 
death-bed may leave his orherprperty 
to any person or for any purpose, 
ex­ 
cept a religious or charitable institu­ 
tion,” says The Columbia. 
“Could 
anything than idiotic hatred of the 
church have inspired such a provision? 
Certainly not, and the subterfuge that 
a similar law is in existence in 
New 
York does not change it iii the least.” 
The Columbia goes on to excuse the 
democrats for passing the law, 
which 
was introduced by a democrat, passed 
by a legislature, 
both branches of 
which are democratic, and signed by 
a democratic governor. 
It intimates
